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ABSTRACT 

The purpose of this bioliography is to identify 
reading materials which meet the needs of the culturally 
disadvantaged student, especially during the beginnning stages of 
reading. The criteria used in the selection of books included: ideas 
and symbols with which the culturally disadvantaged child could 
identify, concepts which include a basic repertory into which the 
culturally disadvantaged child can comfortably place himself while 
expanding his perceptual field, characters which are similar to the 
disadvantaged child, and social skills and attitudes which will help 
the culturally disadvantaged child in attaining and maintaining 
harmonious peer and family relationships. The bibliography itself is 
divided into the following sections: beginning readability level, 
readability level two, and readability level three. These readability 
levels indicate the independent reading level of the book. The symbol 
"HA" following the annotation indicates titles which are recommended 
for reading aloud; an asterisk indicates titles which are especially 
suitable for individual corrective work in reading. (HR)

A SELECTED BIBLIOGRAPHY 
FOR NON MIDDLE-CLASS CHILDREN, GRADES 1-3 

That those whom we now call "culturally disadvantaged" 
have always been a sizeable segment of our school population 
in the United States is not new; that a new focus on the 
special problems and deficits which these children must 
overcome is a relatively new phenomenon. 

Conservative estimates of the number of culturally 
disadvanatged children in the United States indicate that 
some fifteen percent of the child population may be so 
termed; in large population areas such as New York, Chicago, 
Baltimore, Cleveland and Detroit, probably thirty percent 
of the child population is culturally disadvantaged. 
(Frost and Hawkes, 1966 p. 21) 

Burton (1953) in an indicating report on education and 
social class in the United States, reports that of the 
children in public schools, three percent are from upper 
class, thirty-eight percent are froia the middle class and 
fifty-eight percent are from the lower class. "Many 
teachers cannot communicate with lower-class and have no 
idea of the beliefs and motives of these children. The 



children in tum» trying to communicate, are abashed at 
the criticism of their language and behavior which is quite 
acceptable in their own group." (p. 248) The school, being 
geared to middle-class standards and staffed by middle- 
class teachers is not organized to capitalize on the non- 
verbal types of intelligence often found among children 
who have not had access to or constant contact with books. 
(Ibid.) 

Loretan (1966) states that cultural deprivation 
affects the child in some four areas: language development, 
self -concept , social skills and attitude toward school and 
society. Olson and Olson support this hypothesis with 
their enriched curriculum developed for the four aforemen- 
tioned areas. (Frost and Hawkes, 1966, p. 175) 

Bloom (1964) states that some fifty percent of general 
school achievement has been attained by the end of grade 
three. This points to the importance of the K-3 years in 
the public schools. Bloom (1965) also points out that the 
culturally disadvantaged child is generally severely lacking 
in language skills. Children from lower class homes have 
been found to be weak in auditory discrimination and in 
visual discrimination at the beginning of school. The 



range of oral vocabulary possessed by lower class children 
has also been found to differ from that possessed by 
middle-class children. 

In a study of fourth graders, Ruddell (1965) dem- 
onstrated that casting reading materials in patterns which 
resembled the oral patterns of the student improves his 
reading comprehension. He suggests that reading compre- 
hension is a function of the similarity of patterns of 
language structure in the reading material to oral pat- 
terns of language structure used by the children, (p. 273) 

In a study by Thomas (1965, Conference Proceedings, 
IRA, p. 448-450) one hundred culturally disadvantaged 
children were interviewed individually. Some of the ques- 
tions asked were the following. 

1. What games do you like to play with your brothers 
and sisters? Tell me about one of them. 

2. What are you going to do after school today? 

3. What does your mother say to you or your 
brothers and sisters while you are having dinner? 

The answers were recorded and tabulated. They were then com- 
pared to a report by Tempi in on the vocabulary and sentence 
usage of upper social status groups of children. Of forty 
comparisons, twenty-nine favored the upper group, four favored 



the lower group end seven favored neither group. The upper- 
class group used longer sentences (the difference in mean 
length was 1.3 words); they tended to use a greater number 
and variety of words to express themselves. The culturally 
disadvantaged group used a smaller proportion of mature sen- 
tences, including compound, complex and elaborate structures. 
In grammatical correctness, the upper-class group tended to 
speak with fewer errors in the form of incomplete sentences 
and tended to commit :2ewer errors such as verb and subject 
not in agreement, colloquialism and slang, errors in con- 
jugation, use of prepositions, omissions of auxiliary and 
word order. Only slight differences were found in the pro- 
portion of parts of speech used by both groups. 

In order to learn words, children must try them out 
in new situations and receive correction and extension of 
vocabulary and ideas. The language deficiencies of the 
culturally disadvantaged are probably due to the ways in 
which language is used in the home and to the limited amount 
of practice these children have in using language at home, 
in the culturally disadvantaged home, much communication is 
through gestures and other non-verbal means. When language 
is used, it is likely to be terse and not necessarily 



grammatically correct, in many case, according to Bloom 
(1965), it is likely to be restricted in the number of gram- 
matical forms which are utilized. Thus the culturally dis- 
advantaged child when he enters kindergarten or first grade 
begins with a cumulative deficit in his language develop- 
ment which can and must be supplemented through the cur- 
riculum of the public schools. (Ibid.) 

The foregoing evidence appears to indicate peculiar 
nee/s of the culturally disadvantaged student in the area 
of reading materials, especially during the beginning stages 
of learning to read. This bibliography was prepared for 
this purpose. The following criteria were used in the 

selection of books included in this listing: 

1. Does the book have ideas and symbols with which the 
culturally disadvantaged child can identify? 

2. Does the book contain concepts which will include a 
basic repertory into which he can comfortably place 
himself while yet expanding his perceptual field? 

3. Does the book contain a character similar to the 
culturally disadvantaged child who talks his lan- 
guage, wears his clothes, has some of his friends, 
plays his games and lives in his house? 



4« Does the book foster the development of social 
skills and attitudes which will help the cul- 
turally disadvantaged child in attaining and 
maintaining harmonious peer and family relation- 
ships? 

The bibliography itself is divided into the following 
sections: Beginning Readability Level, Readability Level 
Two, and Readability Level Three. The readability levels 
indicate the independent reading level of the book. The 
symbol "RA" following the annotation indicates titles which 
are recommended for reading aloud; an * indicates titles 
which are especially suitable for individual corrective " 
work in reading.
